ASHINGTON, March %.—The 
statement of Gen. Miles before 
the Senate Committee on Muili- 
tary Affairs, as it will appear on the 
official records after revision by him, 
was made public tonight. The fea- 
tures which caused something of a sen- 
sation when published the day the 
statement was made do not appear. 
The stenographer’s report was sub- 
mitted to Gen. Miles, and the official 
report indicates that he followed close- 
ly the written statement he had pre- 
pared and read to the committee. The 
main facts of the general's opposition 
to the War Department staff were 
given at the time. Some of the fea- 
tures of the statement not represented 
at the time are of interest, however. 
Concerning the I tor-General's de- 
partment, he said: “In the dill under 


have been most instrumental in keep- 
ing the army up to its high character 
and efficiency, and in discovering de- 
faications, inefficiency and maladmin- 
the other hand, in 
encouraging and reporting meritorious 
conduct, efficiency and ability in all 
the different commands, and in the de- 
partments of service.” 

Speaking of the general efficiency of 
the pay of the Quartermaster's and 
Commissary departments, he said ‘““The 
three departments mentioned have ren- 
dered most efficient service in the 
great war, the wars of the frontier, 
the Spanish-American War and the 
war in the Philippines and China. The 
maladministration in the Commissary 
Department, that occasioned so much 
suffering in 1898, was not the fault of 
the system, but of those responsible 
for its administration, and since it was 
exposed and coerced, I am not aware 
that a single case has been reported 
where a soldier has not received his 
daily food and his pay when due from 
the Commissary «nd Pay departments 
reapectively, and these have “been 
promptly transported to him through 
the efficient management of the Quar- 
termaster's Department.” 

Further along. Gen. Miles said of the 
bill: “It is centralization of the most 
pronounced type; augments the power 
of the staff, and, in effect, removes it 
further from touch with the fighting 
force of the army. Its force is revo- 
lutionary, casts to the winds the les- 
son of experience and abandons meth- 
ods which successfully carried us 
through the most memorable war 
epochs in our history. The proposed 
plan is but an effort to adopt and 
foster in a republican form of govern- 
ment, a system, ‘pecuilarly adapted 
to monarchies having immense 
standing armies. It would seem to 
Germanize and Russianize the small 
army of the United States.” 

Gen. Miles said that before the Span- 
ish War began he called on President 
McKinley, and when the President 
said he supposed the army was ready, 


he (Gen. Miles) plied: “The army, | 
as far as the nnel ts concerned, is 
ready for any service, but there is

TULARE CASE DECIDED.

WASHINGTON, March %4.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} The United States Su- 

Court today made its decision 
in the case of the Tulare Irrigation Dis- 
trict, plaintiff In error, versus Alfred 
Shepard, defendant in error. The Tu- 
lare Irrigation District is a corporation 
Organized in California for the purpose 
of irrigating lands in Tulare county. 

The complaint in this case states that 
pin May, 1890, the directors of the dis- 
trict estimated the amount of money 
necessary to be raised for the purpose 
of constructing necessary canals and 
work and acquiring necessary water 
property and sights therefore, and car- 
rying out provisions of the act under 
which the company: was organized, and 
estimated the necessary amount to be 
$500,000. 

The board called an election to sub- 
mit the question as to whether bonds 
of the district should be issued in the 
amount of $500,000. At this election @ 
majority ofthe votes cast. were in 
favor of bonds being iesued to the 
amount of $500,000, there being 384 
votes In favor of, and 3 against the 
bonds, and thereupon the board of di- 
rectors caused the bofds to be  is- 
sued. 

It is next alleged that a portion of 
these bonds were sold for at least 90 
per cent. of their par value, and the 
proceeds used for the construction of 
canals and irrigation works, and that 
the remaining part of the bonds were 
exchanged and delivered at their par 
value for the conveyance to said dis- 
trict of water, water rights and other 
property for irrigation purposes, and 
that the district was thereby enabled 
to, and has, irrigated the land of its 
district. 

Parties who received from the dis- 
trict upon sale and exchange bonds 
and coupons specifically referred to by 
their numbegs sold, transferred and 
delivered the same to innocent and 
bona fide purchasers for full value, 


which purchasers took the bonds and 
coupons in good faith, and without any 
notice of any defect, or invalidity.

AHN EXCLUSION BILL 
STRONGLY OPPOSED.

“Sailor” Clause Will Be Omitted Even 
if the Bill Be Passed—Senate Leaders 
Hope to Force the House Conferees to 
Adopt the Proctor Measure.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.} The Mitchell-Kahn Chinese 
exclusion bill was discussed at length 
by the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs today. Representatives Kahn, 
Coombs, Needham and Woods of Cail- 
fornia were on hand by invitation. The 
committee had before it the copy of 4 
bill as proposed to be amended ‘by a 
sub-committee. Objection was made 
by Representative Kahn to many 
changes proposed by the sub-commit- 
tee. In some places this sub-committee 
had omitted language from the bill on 
the ground that it was redundant, and 
Representative Kahn showed that the 
language in question was taken from 
the existing law verbatim. In one case 
the sub-committee tried to improve 
certain language, and it was shown 
that it had been taken literally from 
the Gresham treaty. The whole effect 
of the sub-committee’s changes was to 
emasculate and practically destroy the 
Kahn bill. 

There was considerable hostility 
manifest among some membérs of the 
committee. They received the protests 
of the Californians with some impa- 
tlence, and the tenor of their questions 
revealed hostility to the whole subject 
sought to be accomplished. Other 
members of the committee, it is said, 
pwere friendly, and gave assurance of 

hearty support. 

No conclusion was reached by the 
conference. The matter will be taken 
under advisement. Representative 
Kahn said, after the meeting, while 
considerable hostility existed, he was 
satisfied there was a

From all that can be learned at this 
stage of the proceedings, Ht appears 
likely that the Chinese bill will be re- 
ported and be acted upon in the House 
before it-comes up in the Senate.

He is opposed 
to the “sailors” clause, and this fact 
increases the probability that the com- 
mittee will not report it. The pro- 
gTamme, as outlined by several Sena- 
tors, is that the House shall pass the 
Mitchell-Kahn bill, weakened posaibly, 
but still substantially as drawn up. 
Meantime the Senate is to discuss the 
Oleomargarine Dili for an indefinite 
time, postponing the disctssion of the 
Chinese bill to thé last possible mo- 
ment; then, either by favorable report 
on Proctor’s new bill, or by offering it 
as a substitute to the Mitchell-Kahn 
bill, it is proposed to pass it and side- 
track the stronger bill. 

Thus, toward May 4, the date of the 
expiration of the present law, ft is 
hoped the two bills will be in conflict 
and go to conference. The Senate leaders 
hope then, by reason of the shortness of 
time remaining, to force the House to 
give way and accept the Proctor pill, 
merely reénacting the present laws. 
This programme was outlined by a 
leading Republican Senator, and may 
be taken as representing the actual de- 
sire of a number of leaders, even 
though they may not publicly criticise 
the Mitchell-Kahn.bill. The truth is the 
Mitchell-Kahn bill has aroused much 
antagonism through its drastic features, 
and the Republican leaders belleve it 
wiser to adopt something like the Proc - 
tor bill, which does not arouse antag- 
onism, rather than try to enact «a 
stricter exclusion bill than is in force 
at present.

PRESIDENT ADMITS - 
BEET MEN BEAT HIM. 


ASHINGTON, March 4.—{Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.] Several members 

who stand for protection of the domes- 
tic-sugar industry had a conference té- 
day with the President at his invita- 
tion. Among those present at the con- 
ference were Representatives Metcalf of 
California, Tawney of Minnesota, Minor 
of Wisconsin, Dayton of West Virginia 
and William Allen Smith of Michigan. 
The confererice was not held for the 
purpose of making any change in plans 
through force, but merely fer the pur- 
pose of bringing about harmony in the 
Republican party over Cuban affairs. 
The President told his callers that he, 
and not they, had been beaten in the 
sugar fight to date. He recalled to 
their minds that when this fight opened 
he had taken the position that the Cu- 
bans ought to get a reduction amount- 
ing to 40 or 50 per cent. of the Dingley 
rates, and that the proposed reduction, 
through the efforts of the beet-sugar 


cemt. The President frankly gave the 
beet-sugar men full credit for this vic- 
tory over him, and asked them whether 
they would still continue to go on 
fighting against any reduction at all 
for the Cubans. He also promised the 
beet-sugar men that if they @ould vote 
for the proposed 20 per cent. reduction, 
he would see that no further reduction 
is made during his term of office. This 
promise was made in view of reports 
that the sugar people would take 20 
per cent. this year and come back next 
year for 20 per cent. more. 

This frankness on the part of the 
President rather disarmed his callers. 
and they made a propodtion to him. 
They told him that if he would induce 
the Republicans in the House to vote 
for taking the differential duty off re- 
fined sugar in the same bill that gives 
| reduction to Cuban raw sugar, they 
would stand by him. To this he did 
not answer. It is well understood 
among sugar men that the differential 
duty upon refined sugar is what gives 
the sugar trust its great power. With 
this differential in force, refined sugar 
cannot come here at all, and raw su- 
gar comes here only to be refined by 
the sugar trust. This differentia) 
amounts to one-eighth of 1 cent per 
pound. 

The President is doing his utmost to 
get the Republicans to harmonize in 
the sugar fight, so that no Democratic 
votes will be needed to carry the Cu- 
ban programme through the House. 
In this effort he is showing a great 
deal of tact and very great consider- 
ation for Republicans who differ from 
him upon thie question.

~Dulldings abused, In accordance with 
this conclusion, Gov. LaGrange pro- 
mulgated orders restricting the use of 
the Assembly, Hail and Memorial Hall 
at the Home, after the beginning of 
next month, to the uses prescribed by 
‘the national board of managers. 

This does not mean that the members 
of the Home wil! hereafter be deprived 
of spiritual consolation, or the right 
to worship. It simply means that no 
more indiscriminate permits will be 
given for the holding of religious and 
pemi-religious meetings in the Home 
buildings during week days, to the 
exclusion of other uses for which those 
‘buildings are intended. Regular Sun- 
day services, Protestant and Catholic, 
will be held hereafter, as has been the 
custom since the Home was founded. 
There will be no restrictions affecting 
the religious freedom of the members 
of the Home, but itinerant revivalists 
of whatever creed or ism, wil! be pre- 
vented from monopolizing Assembly 
Hall and Memorial Hall during week 


s. 
dew. LaGrange said iast night, in 
explanation of the new order: 
“T trust the motive of the Home 
management in this matter will not be 
misunderstood. It is not our purpose 
to shut out any pdrticular sect, society 
or evangelistic movement. We are not 
opposed to religion, or anything calcu- 
lated to do the veterans good. But the 
requests for the use of our buildings 
for all kinds of religious haranguing 
have become  s0 equent and in- 
sistent as to be a positive nuisance. 
The members of the Home, military 
posts and Grand Army posts are en- 
titled to the use of the Assembly Hall 
and Memoria! Hal!, every week day, 
but so many meetings of a religious 
or semi-religious nature have been go- 
ing on in them of late, that the or- 
ganizations for whom the buildings 
Were erected, have been crowded out 
of them almost entirely. 
“At first we granted the use of 
these buildings to an occasional evan- 
list, lecturer or revivalist, quite will- 


negly, but after we once opened § the 
door tothe Methodists, Baptists anid 
applications in- 


s0 as to include nearly every 
canceivable sect, fad or ism. 

“We do not deny that some good has 
been done by many of these meetings, 
but some evil has also reeulted from too 
much. of this good thing. When day 
meetings have been held, the members 
of the Home have been deprived of the 
use of their Assembly Hall for other 
purposes. When meetings are held at 
night, then a good part of the next 
day is required to clean up and set the 
house in order again. The officers ef 
the Home have been put to a good deal 
of trouble and expense on this account, 

“Some of the preachers who have 
been granted these privileges have cven 
violated the rules of the Home by pass- 
ing the contribution box. It is not in- 
tended that the old soldiers shal| be 
charged for any entertainments pro- 
vided for them in the Soldiers’ Home. 
In some cases it has seemed that the 
exhorters were more bent on benefiting 
> themselves financially than the veter- 
ans spiritually. 

“The time came at last when we had 
to draw the line somewhere. We could 
not discriminate between Methodists, 
Presbyterians, Catholics, Mormons, 
Spiritualists, etc., and in order to place 
all on an equality. the officers got to- 
gether today and decided to restore 
the buildings exclusively to the uses for 
which they were intended.

Is it just that he should be 
exonerated from blame on his own 
biased statement, and my daughter be 
left to bear the disgrace alene?’’ 

Father Kelly, since his return from 
California, has not resumed his pas- 
torate at Elk Point, nor is he likely to 
do so in a_i “hurry. at the 
storm of public execration after the 
announcement of his exoneratian by 
the bishop, he retired to the seclusion 
of Father Dowling’s house at Garry- 
owen, where he will see no one, and the 
report is given out that he its iil.

DE WINDT’S JOURNEY. 


He Left Yakutsk Over a Month Ago 
for Sredne-Kolymsk, Braving Dread- 
ful Weather Conditions. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
LONDON, March 24.—{[By Atlantic 
Cable. Letters received here from 
Harry De Windt, leader of the expe- 
dition which is attempting to make its 
way overland from Paris to New York, 
and which left the former city, De- 
cember 19, 1901, dated Yakutsk, Siberia, 
February 16, announced his intention to 
depart on the following day for Sredne- 
Kolymsk, in East Siberia. De Windt 
had then covered 2000 miles on his land 
journey since he left the railroad, 
through blinding blizzards and with the 
thermometer at from 25 to 50 deg. below 
zero. The officials at Yakutsk strongly 
urged De Windt not to continue his 
journey. They said the conditions were 
worse this year than ever, the cold 
was more intense, and epidemics and 
famine were raging. The traveler, how- 
ever, determined to proceed, but unless 
he reaches Sredne-Kolymsk before May 
he probably will be obliged to remain 
there until winter makes sleighing pos- 
sible.

HE ARMY CONTROVERSY. 

From every point of view, the 
controversy which has been precipi- 
tated by the testimony of Gen. Miles 
before the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs is extremely unfortunate. 
If a decided check be not put upon it. 
its consequences, in both a military 
and a political sense, are likely to be 
far reaching, and mischievous beyond 


present calculation. 


One phase of the difficulty which 


cannot be too strongly deprecated is: 


the evident desire, if not determina- 
tion, in certain quarters, to drag the 
controversy into politics. Questions of 
this character have no proper place in 
politics, but they are often dragged 


- into the political mire, nevertheless. 


The President has an unquestioned 
right, under the law, to retire Gen. 
‘Miles from active service at this time. 


' $f he chooses to exercise that prerog- 


ative, as Gen. Miles is past the age of 
62 years. His retirement at 64 is com- 
pulsory, and at the most he has less 
than two years more of active service. 
But if the President should see fit to 


' exercise his prerogative in this matter 


by retiring Gen. Miles, in al! probabil- 
ity an attempt would be made to: cre- 
ate a political issue, and to make 
Miles a candidate for President. Gen. 
Miles has long been suspected of en- 
tertaining political ambition; and 
while he might not take an active part 
in the movement, there is little proba- 
bility that he would oppose it. Polit- 
ical enemies of the administration wil] 
be quick to seize any and every pos- 
sible advantage, and they could be re- 
Ned upon to make the most of the sit- 
uation. 

The organization of a genera! staff 
on the plan proposed by the pending 
bill would lead to disregard for the 
authority of the commanding general 
of the army, and even to disregard, in 
@ greater or less degree, for the au- 
thority of the President himself. The 
resulf would be a serious impairmeht 
of discipline, and demoralization 
throughout the service. Officers and 
men of the army could hardly fail to 
take sides in the controversy, if it 
should assume the large proportions 
which it is likely to assume if the re- 
organization bill should become a law 
and if Gen. Miles should carry out his 
expressed intention of retiring from 
‘the service. 

_ So far as the nature of the pending 
reorganization bill has been revealed 
in the Washington dispatches, it ap 
pears to be an unwise and vicious 
measure, which ought either to be de- 
feated or amended in such manner as 
to be unobjectionable. Congress will 
have an opportunity, when this meas- 
to put a 
quietus upon the controversy, and it is 
to be hoped that such action will be 
taken as will accomplish that much- 
desired result. A measure conceived 
and carried out on the right lines 
would undoubtedly be of much benefit 


 ¢o the military service, and would at 


the same time relieve the President 
from an unpleasant predicament. 
Gen. Miles was called before the 
Senate Committee to give his opinion 
fon certain provisions of the proposed 
law It was both his right and his 
ad“, to speak freely on the subject, 
aAd he did so—although his threat 
that he should retire from the service 
if the bill became a law was uncalled 
for and unsoldierly. Gen. Miles has 
earned, and should be freely accorded, 
the right to express opinions on mat- 
ters. pertaining to the army. He Is a 
brave soldier, of many campaigns and 
battles, and of long experience in the 
military service of his country.

NSPORTSMANLIKE “SPORT.” 

A bill has passed both branches 
of the Legislature of New York pro- 
hibiting the practice of shooting pig- 
eons released from traps at shooting 
tournaments. In the enactment of this 
law the State of New York has done 
well. There are similar laws in some 
of the States, and every State should 
have such a law. True sportsmen ob- 
ject to this manner of killing birds 
chiefly because it is unsportsmanlike. 
It is not really more cruel, perhaps, 
than the shooting of wild birds in 
their native haunts. The element of 
cruelty necessarily enters into all 
“sports” of this kind. But the prac- 
tice of trap shooting partakes rather 
of slaughter-house ethics than of 
sportsmanship. There is no element 
of danger nor of adventure—which 
elements. are inseparable from true 
sport. An ordinary game of golf in- 
volves more hazard to the players 
than the trap shooting of pigeons to 
the shooters. And, besides, the birds 
are hardly more gamy than so many 
barnyard fowls. If it is a mere mat- 
ter of marksmanship, clay pigeons or 
glass balls are as good targets as live 
birds, und the killing of the latter in 
large numbers is bardly better than 
wanton slaughter. 

Until the latent spirit of savagery 
shall have been wholly eradicated 
from the human breast, there will be 
persons who find “sport” in killing 
the weaker animals. But common de- 
cency, and a proper regard for 
the requirements of a certain chival- 
rous quality which is known and un- 
derstood as sportsmanship, unite in 
demanding that when killing is to be 
done it shall as seldom as possible be 
done in a mere spirit of wantonness. 


ANUFACTURING IN LOS AN- 
. GELES. 

A few days ago The Times com- 
mented, editorially, upon a census 
bulletin on manufacturing in Califor- 
nia, reproducing from a table printed 
in that report the output for the cen- 
sus year of the leading manufacturing 
industries of this city whose product 
amounts to more than $200,000 an- 
nually. A correspondent draws atten- 
tion to the fact that four important 
industries, which should show a 
greater annual ‘walue of production 
than $200,000, are omitted from this 
list, namely, meat packing, brewertes, 
wineries and manufactured ice. A 
reference to the report shows that 
“slaughtering meat,” “malt liquors” 
and “artificial ice’’ are included under 
the head, of “all other industries,” of 
which there are said to be 106 estab- 
lishments, with an/annual value of 
products of $3,792,812. Wineries are 
not mentioned. Why three such Im- 
portant industries should be lumped 
under this head, without details In re- 
gard to each, is not quite clear. The 
annual output of meat products Is es- 
timated at about $1,500,000, of beer at 
about $600,000, and of ice, $150,000. 
The value of the wine product of 
Southern California is estimated at 
$800,000, but most of this is manufac- 
tured outside of the city, and there- 
fore is not included in the re of 
Los Angeles manufactures. 

Among other statistics embraced in 
the census report is a statement of 
the amount of wages disbursed during

HE RAILROADS AND THE LAW. 
A special dispatch from Washing- 
ton published in The Times of Mon- 


day reported that the bill introduced | 


by Senator Elkins “to enlarge the 
jurisdiction and powers of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission”’—which 
bill, it is said, may be reported favor- 
ably by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee this week—contains a “joker,” 
giving the railroads authority to make 
pooling arrangements. Said joker 
consists of a single sentence: “Jt shall 
be lawful for any two or more com- 
mon carriers to arrange between and 
among themselves for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of rates.” The 
next sentence grants permission for a 
division of earnings. “It shall also 
be lawful for such carriers to agree, 
by contract in ‘writing, filed with the 


Interstate Commerce Commission, 
upon a division of their tariff or earn- 
ings, or both.” 


It is claimed that such provisions, if 
enacted into law, would give compet- 
ing lines the right to fix exorbitant 
rates without reference to long or 
short hauls, and to divide the profits. 
The railroads have long wanted such 
a law. It would nullify the United 
States Supreme Court decision in the 
Trans-Missouri Freight Association 
case, and would prevent the applica- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law to 
traffic arrangements of that kind. 

A Special dispatch from New York, 
of the same date, intimates that the 
great railroad interests of the United 
States have formed a combination of 
“vested interests,” to secure the de- 
feat of the President for nomination in 
1904, unless he calls off the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in its fight 
against pooling. Powerful capitalists, 
it is stated, have had frequent confer- 
ences on this subject at the White 
House with the President. The fol- 
lowing interesting incident, mentioned 
in this dispatch, is thoroughly typical. 
of the incumbent of the White House: 

“It is related that during one of 
these interviews the president of one 
railroad was very insistent in describ- 
ing the iniquitous features of the in- 
terstate law. The President told him 
that he would be very glad to meet 
the railroad men of the country with 
representatives of the shippers and 
perfect a law upon which all could 
agree, and which would safeguard ev- 
ery interest and do injustice to none. 
He would use his influence to have 
such a law passed. 

“The railroad men present rejected 
the proposition, declaring they wanted 
no law at ail, or a law that should be 
a dead letter, claiming the rallroads 
under their present conservative man- 
agement could be absolutely trusted to 
oppress no one. The President's re- 
ply was characteristic. He is reported 
‘to have told the jrailroad president 
that such men as he were almost en- 
tirely wesponsible for the spread of 
socialistic sentiment in this country. 
That ended the interview. Others fol- 
lowed, but the President remained un- 
shaken.” 

When the President told this pre- 
sumptuous railroad man that such 
men as he are almost entirely respon- 
sible for the spread of socialistic sen- 
timent in this country, he merely told 
the naked truth. It is an obvious 
fact that we who believe in good gov- 
ernment, and the maintenance of the 
sacred rights handed down to us by 
our fathers, cannot conscientiously, or 
reasonably, or fairly, continue to de- 
nounce and oppose the lawlessness 
which manifests itself in violent 
strikes and boycotts and other out- 
rages of the kind, unless we at the 
same time take cognizance of and de- 
nounce and oppose the lawless actions 
and arrogant pretenses of wealthy 
corporations, who sometimes, appar- 
ently, consider themselves as being 
above the law of the land. 

The railroads of the United States 
are semi-public enterprises, which 
have become almost as indispensable 
to the people at large as the food we 
eat and the water we drink. Conse- 
quently, it is eminently proper and 
fitting that the government should 4s- 
sume, to a certain reasonable extent, 
the position of guardian of the peo- 
ple’s interests, for it is manifest that 
the people, left to themselves, would 
have about as much chance against 
this enormous aggregation of capital, 
banded together for a common pur- 
pose, as would the traditional iceberg 
in hades. The President's position in 
declaring that the law shall be en- 
forced, regardless of consequences, 
may cost him the contributions of the 
big railroad companies in the next na- 
tional campaign, should he become a 
candidate, but it will earn him the 
gratitude and respect of the great 
American people, who do the voting 
at the polls.

General Precipitation Sunday and 
Monday — Higher Mountain Ranges 
Glistening White, and Oranges and 
Strawberries Ripe and Blossoming in 
the Valleys. 


The rainstorm that made itself gen- 
erally felt in Southern California Sun- 
day has passed, leaving the mountains 
white and the atmosphere in the val- 
leys chilly. The precipitation in Los 
Angeles was .47 of an inch, making the 
total for the season 10.29 inches. Com- 
ing a little at a time at this season, 
this rain is worth twice as much, ac- 
cording to crop experts, as the usual 
heavier precipitation during the win- 
ter. 

The storm that has just gone was out 
of the ordinary, and even freaky in 
some places. This is particularly true 
at Dakersfield, where a heavy precipti- 
tation of hall, sleet and rain occurred 
yesterday afternoon within fifteen min- 
utes. The rainfall there was nearly 
half an inch up to last evening, with 
indications of more during the night. 
In the mountain section of Kern 
county considerable snow fell, there be- 
ing over two inches at Techachepi. The 
rainfall at Poso was .46 of an inch, San 
Emedio, .12; Lakeside, .14; Stock- 
dale, .35. 

Redlands had a singular visitation 

yesterday afternoon, a hailstorm pre- 

valling over an hour. Some of the icy 
pellets were as large as peas, and they 
fell in sufficient quantities to cover the 
Kkround a short time. With the moun- 
tains all around covered with a white 
mantel, it look like England 


blossoms and green 
trees. The rainfall was .80 of an inch. 
(ontario reports .42 of an inch, making 
1002 inches for the season. 

Up to noon yesterday the rainfall for 
the storm had amounted in San Diego 
to .27 of an inch, making 5.66 inches for 
the season, and a seasonal deficiency of 
3.28 inches. The fallin the back coun- 
try was heavy, and promised to be bet- 
ter. It averaged from: one to two 
inches for the storm. The soil has ab- 
sorbed all the moisture, but many of 
the streams have now started to run- 
ning, and the great reservoirs are fill- 
ing. A few miles above Lakeside the 
Sar. Diego River is running, but below 
the sands take up all the water. It 
vas snowing in the mountains last 
evening. The precipitation at Cuya- 
maca was heavy, and the waters in 
the dam have been raised. Escondido 
alse reports a good rain. Imperial had 
its second rain of the season yesterday, 
.a third of an inch falling. This makes 
a trifle over an inch for the season 
there, where they figure on none, but 
get plenty of water from the Colorado 
River through the great canal system. 
Considerable barley is headed out and 
about ready for harvest, and the rain 
was not welcome. A heavy storm has 
been in view three days on the moun- 
tains, from San Bernardino to a point 
down in Lower California. 

Orange county fared better than the 
average, the rain being very heavy. In 
Anaheim .50 of an inch fell in forty-five 
nuinutes Sunday night. 

From San Luis Obispo county come 
good reports, water having been falling 
there since Sunday morning. 
Throughout Los Angeles county the 
land and its tillers and all who subsist 
from its products, fared well. At 
Giendora and San Dimas over an inch 
fell. Azusa reports .57 of an inch, and a 
total for the s*ason of 12.02 inches At 
Sierra Madre.an inch fell Sunday and 
3) yesterday, making the season's pre- 
cipitation sixteen inches. Yesterday 
afternoon a genuine hailstorm pelted 
that elevated town. In some places on 
| the streets the soft ice lay two inches 
deep, and made good snowballing. 
| A telephone message received from 
| Mt. Wilson last evening stated that 
'Beven Inches of snow had fallen on the 
| peak, and it was still falling “to beat 
the band,” as the correspondent ex- 

pressed it. This is worth more than 
rain, for its beneficial effects will come 
| later, when most needed.

Alarmed at the _ revelation 
that the street-railway syndicate is 
rushing operations that threaten to 
take from the raiiway all of both the 
lecal freight and passenger traffic; an’ 
incensed at the inaction and desertion 
of trusted employés to enlist with the 
opposition, Harriman hae decided = to 
inaugurate a warm campaign against 
the Huntington syndicate. 

TO PARALLEL HUNTINGTON. 
Overtures have been made to Senator 
Clark by Harriman, seeing an alliance 
against the Los,Angeles Railway Com- 
pany. As Harviman controls the Ore- 
gon Short LlJine, which is buildin 
parallel to the Clark Salt Lake road, 
the possibility of uniting these inter- 
ests is of the greatest importance, and 
such a result would be attended with a 
revolution of conditions in and affect- 
ing Los Angeles. 

Harriman threatens te paraliel as far 
as possible every branch of the Hunt- 
ington electric system in and around 
Los Angeles, if the advance of the trol- 
ley cannot be checked. If the millions 
of Clark and Harrirran are together 
pitted against Huntington in the street- 
railway field there will be a fight of 
corporations without an equal in the 
West, and the threat to paraliel would 
doubtiess be made good.

CHANGE IN LAW DEPARTMENT. 

The climax of the stampede from 
Harriman to Huntington is the resig- 
nation of the local law firm of Bicknell, 
Gibson & Trask. who will soon cease 
to be counsel! for the Southern Pacific. 
The interests of the steam and electric 
railways being opposite, disputes have 
arisen over crossings, and the law 
firm being employed by both corpora- 
tions, it haa. been unable to act for 
either. John Ricknell called the at- 
tention of W.' F. Herrin to the condi- 
tions. and the latter selected J. W. 
McKinley to represent the rallroad tn 
Los Angeles, while Huntington en- 
trusted the street-car interests in the 
crossing fights to Hon. W. F. Fitzger- 
ald. 

There seems to be no end to the cases 
in which the two corporations, once 80 
closely united, are now doomed to 
clash. So Judge Bicknell sent his res- 
ienation to Herrin, and it will probably 
be acted on this week. In the end, the 
firm of Ricknell, Gibson & Trask prob- 
ably will be retained by the Hunting- 
ton syndicate, and J. W. McKinley may 
take the railroad end of legal contro- 
versy in Southern California. Judge 
Ricknell has been the Los Angeles at- 
torney for the Southern Pacific over 
fifteen years. 

HARRIMAN’'S LATEST DEAL. 

Aside from the looming of big local 
developments, interest has been keen 
in the movements of Harriman be- 
cause of rumored big deals outside. 
The absorption of the Rock Island and 
Mexican Central by his syndicate has 
been reported, and the_reliroad world 
expects siill greater coups. 

The presence here of an, urrusual 
number of railread presidents and high 
officials lends color to the prophecies 
of big things. Among the notables now 
in Southern California are President E. 
P. Ripley, Paul Morton and J. W. Ken- 
drick of the Santa Fé; President W. 
BR. Leeds of the Rock Isiand, President 
Eddy of the Fl Paso and Northwestern 
and many others of aimost equal rank 
in the railroad fraternity. 

Harriman, beside being president of 
the Southern Pacific, is the active head 
of one of the richest railroad syndicates 
in the country, and a bold, brilliant 
and masterful financier. Hie and his 
party will epend a few hours in Tucson 
and Phoenix. Ariz.. today. They will 
be guests of the Phoenix Chamber of 
Commerce. 

After a tour of Mexico they left El 
Paso at 2 o'clock p.m. yesterday. The 
side trin to Guaymas has evidently 
heen abanderned. At Maricopa the cars 
onveying the officials will be shunted 
onto the Maricopa and Phoenix road. 
The party will go up to the Grand 
Catton of the Colorado, arriving to- 
morrow and probably not leaving until 
Friday. 

The journey willl be made back over 
the same route to Maricopa, where it 
is presumed the heads of the party will 
then turn westward for Los Angeles. 
It is improbeble that the course will 
be retraced to RBenson and the run 
made thence down to Guaymas, al- 
though that is the expectation of some 
of the Southern Pacific people here. 

A WISE MAN'S REMARKS. 

Of Harriman'’s tour ah intelligent 
and well-informed ra!lroad official said 
yesterday: 
“T’ndoubtedly his visit has a great 
siznificance. He knows nothing of his 
own knowledge shout the property, and 
he ha« lenge wanted to make a per- 
sonal inspection. But this visit means 
more than this. 

“Tt im day of great combinations. I 
think it has to be. Fast of Chicagothe 
Vanderbilt roads and the ‘Pennay’ con- 
tro! almoet everything. Northwest the 
Hill-HWarriman combine is in control. 
Southwest the Harriman-Santa Fé 
combine rules. Put Hill had to secure 
the control of the Burlington, . great 
independent line with plenty of money 
and a paying property from Chicago, to 
Within 600 miles of Salt Lake. The 
Clark road to the Southern California 
coast would have given the Burlington 
a western connection. 

“There ic a new Richmond in the 
field: The Rock Island hae built to 
Paso. It hes a bie paying business. 
The road hae plenty of money and 
could bulld on to the Coast. It has 
been under a brond-gauge manage- 
ment, but t« conservative. This road 
proved a factor to be reckoned with. 
It would have been better for the Har- 
riman ronds to shut the Rock Island 
out. but that wae imposeiblie. I think 
it has been secured and will be allowéd 
all the businese it can rustle between 
Chicago and E! Paso. There the South- 
ern Pacific rets the business, 

‘The Gould lines will not build tothe 
Coast. 1 do not think the Clark road 
when butit willl tle up with the Gould 
system at Salt Lake or at Penver. The 
Vanderbilte have. the Chicago and 
Northwestern, but their interests § all 
lie enat of the Windy City and they do 
not disturb things west. So you see 
Mr. Harriman’s western visit was sim- 
ply to accomplish a_ protective pur- 
chase.”

RHODES DOES NOT GAIN. 


BERT LEWIS 
NOT INDICTED. 


Grand Jury's Action in 
Downey Mystery. 


New Sensation. Sprung 
Detectives. 


They Say the Wilcox 
Was Committed by Hired 
Assassins. 


The grand jury will not indict Bert 
Lewis for the murder of the Wilcox 
family at Downey last November. The 
case has been investigated thoroughly 
by that body, but information has 
leaked out that sufficient evidence 
was not found to warrant returning an 
indictment, charging the young man 
with the slaughter of his mother, Mrs. 
A. P. Wilcox, her second husband and 
their infant child. One more witness 
is to be examined at the next meeting 
of the body Thursday, but it is not 
expected that the evidence then ad- 
duced will cause any change in the 
minds of the jurors. 

The reason for no indictment against 
anybody, 't is said. is because the 
grand jury does not wish to take a step 
that might defeat the ends of justice. 
The evidence in hand is strong, it is 
said, but not sufficiently so to make 
it wise to indict either“ of the several! 
suspects. Should any man be indicted 
and the evidence be too weak to cause 
his conviction in court, he never could 
he brought to the bar of justice again 
oh the same charge, no matter how 
strong the case might be against him. 

Lewis was questioned minutely as to 
his movements at the time of the mur- 
der; the deserted ranch-house on the 
farm near Downey was visited by the 
jury; the fading bloodstains on the 
floor. were scrutinized, and everything 
was examined that had any bearing on 
the horrible crime that wiped the little 
family out of existence. 


NEWEST CLEWS. 


“There are new developments in the 
case, however. Private detectives who 
have been at work have unearthed im- 
portant clews that promise a solution 
of the mystery. 

The detectives claim they have dis- 
covered the motive for the crime. Some

hands of the murderers (there were 
more than one.) team of horses 
and the wagon in which the assassins 
drove to the ranch-house at the time 
of the murder have been located, and 
information has been obtained from 
persons who saw the wagon and its 
cecupants on its way to and from the 
little white cottage on the lonely coun- 
try road. 

Thore who are now under suspicion 
include some whose names already 
have been connected with the case, and 
others, hitherto unsuspected of com- 
plicity in the murder. The detectives 
are so sure of their ground that they 
predict an early arrest of those who 
were implicated in the crime. 

It is an entirely new theory on which 
the evidence has been obtained, and 
while the plot cannot be unfolded at 
this time, it is sald to have been es- 
tablished beyond a doubt that the 
murder was the result of a studied 
plan, and that it was committed by 
hired assassins. 

Should the theory of the private de- 
tectives turn out to be correct, and 
ehould they be able to bring about the 
arrest of the Downey murderers, one of 
the deepest mysteries that ever has 
baffled the peace authorities of South- 
ern California will have been cleared 


up. 
THE MYSTERY. 

The murder occurred more than four 
months ago. and though Sheriff Ham- 
mel and his deputies applied them- 
selves dilleentiy to the case for many 
weeks they were unable to accumu- 
late evidence that would warrant them 
in making an arrest. Numerous per- 
sons were under suspicion at one time 
and another, among them being “Bud” 
Lewis, former husband of Mra. Willcox. 
He was released from the County Jall 
on the morning of the dey that the 
murder is supposed to have been com- 
mitted, but he satisfied the officers that 
he was innocent of the crime, which, it 
was thought, might have been 
prompted by jealousy. 

Then Bert Lewis's name was brought 
into the case. It was said he would 
profit by the death of his mother and 
her child; the ranch would become his 
property and in other ways he would 
be the gainer should she, Wliicox, and 


Other persons have been under sus- 
picion at various times, but thus far 
the officers have been thwarted in all 
thelr efforts to fasten the guilt. 
MYSTERIOUS WAYFARER. 
A circumstance which has just come 
to light may have some bearing on the 
movements of one of the murderers 
It is related by an old prospector who 
has a camp on North Baidy, a peak 
just north and across the San Gabriel 
River from Old Baldy. 
“At dusk one night in November,” 
said the old prospector, “and, as I 
since have learned, four or five days 
after the Downey murder, a man came 
to the door of my cabin and fumbled 
with the lock. He evidently did not 
know that the place was occupied. 
When I! called to him to enter, he did 
so reluctantly. asked for food and 
lodging, but volunteered no informa- 
tion as to where he was bound or 
whence he had come. A bright fire 
was burning in the fireplace, but I no- 
ticed particularly that he remained as 
far as possible from the light. He 
seemed to be anxious to screen his 
face from view, end to aveld any scru- 
tiny whatever. [ shared the evening 
meal with him, and he ate tn one cor- 
ner of the room, as far as possible 
from the glare af the fire. 
“When he had completed his meal, I 
told him I had no lodging accommoda- 
tions for him, but suggested that he 
go to a miners’ camp «a shert dietance 
up the trail. This he did, and there 
he was given shelter. He left that 
camp long before breakfast the next 
morning, evidently fearing to be seen 
in daylight, and nothing more ever wag 
heard from him.

to the prospector’s cabin. From that 
point he would have to ascend but «a 
short distance to the ridge of the 
mountains. and might then dercend to 
Antelope Valley. where he would find

REAL DRAMA ENACTED LAST 
NIGHT IN “DE ATE.” 

Bethlehem Church Packed With 
People to Hear the Gospel Temperance 
Apostle and Great Numbers Sign the 
Pledge—Mrs. Murphy Takes a Hand. 


The most striking meeting in Francis 
Murphy's Los Angeles campaign was 
held last night in Bethlehem Ch 
corner of Vignes and Ducommun 
streets, just In the shadow of a great 
brewery.

LL PRINTING BIDS 
REJECTED BY COUNCIL. 


SUPPLY COMMITTEE WILL PRE- 
SENT NEW SPECIFICATIONS. 


Council Asks Manager Clover of Ex- 
press to Explain His Charges Against 
Wilson of the Journal Regarding Use 
of Money in Council. 


Manager Samuel T. Clover of the 


Los Angeles Express yesterday fore- 


stalled the legislative blow, and asked 
permission of the Council to with- 
@raw his bid for the city advertising 
contract. His request was readily 
granted. The Council then reconsid- 


ered its action in awarding the con-. 


tract, rejected all bids and charged 
the Supply Committee with the impor- 
tant duty of preparing new specifica- 
tions. 


This move on the part of the Coun- 
cil does not mean, however, that the 
connubiators of the city printing com- 
bine are out of the woods. Before the 
contract is again advertised Manager 
Clever will be given a chance to ex- 
plain his charges against Manager 
Warren Wilson of the Daily Journal. 
It will be recalled that during the 
somewhat torrid debate on the print- 
ing contract last week Clover stated 
that Wiison had told him that money 
was used to influence the award of 
the contract to the Journal last year. 
and had shown him a stub in this 
checkbook where $500 was used “in re 
city printing.” 

Subsequently it was stated that this 
gmoney went to a certain lawyer, who 
reported that it had been expended to 
the best advantage. The inference 
was given out that the money found 
its way into the pockets of the Coun- 
cilmen, and Manager Clover even went 
go far as to say on the floor of the 


Council chamber, “Gentlemen, I 
that rather cheap at the 
e 


Now the City Fathers are determined 
to probe the matter to the bottom, if 
possible. Next Monday afternoon at 2 
o'clock has been fixed as a time for 
hearing the evidence pro and con. 
Wilson yesterday demanded the in- 
vestigation, and agreed to be on hand 
with his stub book. Clover will be 
asked to point out the particular check 
to which he has referred, and Wilson 
will then undertake to show what dis- 
position was made of the money. 

According to Clover's description the 
check in question was marked “to 
currency,” and was in favor of the 
Los Angeles National Bank. it is un- 
derstood that Wilson can prove that 
,this check was paid into the bank in 
order to secure a cashier's check for 
$500 to deposit with his bid for the 
contract.

Gentlemen: Again referring to my 
letter of March 10, I respectfully call 
your further attention to the subject 
under consideration, viz., the city ad- 
vertising, and now present new facts 
elucidating the subject. I renew my 
suggestion that the methoda to be em- 
ployed henceforth in making bids and 
awarding contracts shal! be on the 
basis of circulation, as explained in my 
first letter: that is to say, so many 
cents per inch per insertion for each 
1000 regularly circulated copies of any 
paper containing any official city ad- 
vertising. 

The purpose of this letter is not to 
enter the arena of the fierce and pe- 
culiar conflict now raging before your 
honorable body, but to present another 
and an important phase of the matter 
for your consideration, viz., the proper 
size or sizes of type to be used and 
the best mannér of setting the adver- 
tisements in order to secure the most 
economical results to the city, at the 


whatever. 


same time achieving that most desira- 
bie end to be sought, namely, publicity, 

To make this phase of the business 
more clear, I present herewith the fol- 
lowing exhibits: 

EXHIBIT A, showing a city ord!- 
nance 10% inches long, as heretofore 
printed in the “official paper,’’ with the 
same ordinance reset and printed in. 
the Agate or 5%-point type used by 
The Timev, wherein the matter makes 
but 74% inches, thus showing a saving 
of 5% inches on each column, or 334, 
inches on each page. 

EXHIBIT B, showing a column of 
the Delinquent Tax List as heretofore 
printed in Minion, or 7-point type, in 
one of the city newspapers to which 
the award was made, with the same 
column reset in the Agate or 649-point 
type used by The Times (the slips be- 
ing placed alongside for purposes of 
comparison.) It willl be observed at a 
glance that the matter made a full 
column of 21 inches as published, and 
paid for by the city, while the same 
matter makes only 11% inches as reset 
in the Agate type used by The Times, 
a saving of over 42 per cent., or 9% 
inches on every column, equivalent to 

+ inches on each page. 

EXHIBIT C, showing a column, 21 
inches long, of the Delinquent Tax 
List as heretofore printed in Nonpareil, 
or 6-peint type, with the same column 
reset in the Agate type used by The 
Times, and making but 18% inches, 
showing a saving in space of 2% inches 
on the column, equivalent to 15% Inches 
on each page. 

EXHIBIT PD, showing another col- 
umn of the Delinquent Tax List (the 
one for 1900)—20% inches long, set in 
Minion, or 7-point type, and published 
in 1901, with the same column reset in 
the Agate type used by The Times, 
and making but 12 inches—a saving of 
8% inches on the column, equivalent to 
59% inches on every page. 

Here are large economies which the 
Council can practice in the matter of 
the city printing. If, however, the 
Council should decide on the use of 
Nonparell, or 6-point type, a large sav- 
ing can still be effected, because it.is 
not merely the matter of size that af- 
fects the result, but the style of set- 
ting the type. It is the abnormal and 
needless expansion in composition here- 
tofore practiced that causes the Delin- 
quent Lists to “string out’ and run 
into money. 

There is no warrant whatever for 
the use of the Minion size of type in 
this class of official advertising. There 
is no mystery or technicality about 
this matter that need to give the Coun- 
cil or other city officials any concern 
It does not necessarily re- 
quire an expert to prevent typographi- 
cal juggilery.<or to determine which of 
the two methods of printing the city 
advertising is preferable for the mu- 
nicipality. 

Should the Council determine to 
adopt this scientific, accurate and ab- 
solutely just method for publishing the 
city advertising in the future, this of- 
fice will then submit a bid based upon 
circulation and the other conditions 
herein described, and will cheerfully 
submit to the Council's award of the 
contract under this fair method of 
competitive bidding. 

I will say in advance that the raje 
at which we shall offer to do the work 
will be the lowest that w® can afford 
to make, taking into account circula- 
tion and our obligations to genera) 
mercantile and other advertisers. We 
have not for years had the contract 
for doing the city advertising. because 
we have been unwilling to meet the 
low rates bid by competitors; and 
while The Times may not now pfesent 
on the face of its bid the lowest fig- 
ures under the proposed method of 
bidding, it should be considered in this 
connection that the saving that will be 
effected in space under the plan of 
printing ‘here outlined will make a 
strong offset to the total cost—an off- 
set not to be ignore 5 the Council 
in rendering a fair, decision. 

In any event, Whether or not the 
Times-Mirror Company receives the 
contract, it takes leave to urge that 
this scientific. accurate, Just and rea- 
sonable plan for doing the city adver- 
tising be adopted, so that a fixed and 
fair basis may govern in the future. 
The plan is proposed solely upon its 
merits. 

Our bid, when made, wil! be accom- 
panied by a sworn statement of actual 
average daily circulation for the entire 
year past, in order to fully satisfy the 
Council on this point. The circujation 
will be shown to have averaged ex- 
ceeding 28,000 copies daily during the 
entire period named.

PUBLIC MARKET. 

CITY FEEDS THE ELEPHANT. 

The city Is still In possession of the 
vacant barn at Third street and Cen- 
tral avenue, which is called by 
courtesy the Public Market. Pre- 
sumably the city will continue to pay 
the monthly rental of $175, and _re- 
celve no revenue whatever. 

Yesterday the Council refused to can- 
cel the lease at the request of Wolfskill. 
Messrs. Pierce, McLain, Lauder and 
Walker were convinced that the owner 
would gladly repay the $3000, which 
has been suandered at the market, in 
order to obtain a cancellation. As six 
voles Were required to annul the con- 
tract, the plan was abandoned. From 
& petition filed with the Council yes- 
terday it is evident that the Ice and 
Cold Storage Company has given up 
the idea of purchasing the property 
covered by the city’s lease, and that 
the opportunity to rid the city of a 
white ejephant has passed. 

The company now asks a franchise 
for a spur track, commencing on the 
west main track of the Bouthern Pa- 
cific on Alameda street, about 430 feet 
north of Fourth street, and running 
southwesterly to the preperty of J. 
W. Wolfskill. In order that valuable 
improvements may be commenced at 
once, the company asks that immediate 
action be taken. 

Councilman Allen explained re- 
quest by saying tat owing to the In- 
ability of the petitioner to secure a 
cancellation of the lease on the market 
site, the company had secured an op- 
tion on a portion of the Wolfskill 
property, running from Alameda street 
to Central avenue, along. Fourth 
street. The application for a spur 
track, he said, did not touch the city’s 


property. The petition was referred 
to the Board of Public Works. 
During the discussion an amusing 


tlit occurred between Attorney Sidney 
J. Parsons, for the company, and 
Councilman McLain, whose candidacy 
for Sheriff nas made him exceedingly

SEASON WILL OPEN AFTER FIRST 
DAY OF JUNE. 


Electric Franchise for Mule-power 
Road Sold — Supervisors Commend 
“Camino Real’? Exhibit — Contracts 
Awarded for County Supplies. 


Lest the piscatorial sportsmen of the 
county may forget, the Supervisors are 
caliing their attention to an ordinance 
that went into effect on August 15 of 
last year, shortening the season for 
taking and killing trout. 

Don't spend April fool's day fishing, 
as you did last year. 

It won't be lawful. 

‘The open season for trout this year 
begins two months later—on June 1, 
and, should a breach of the law be 
made, there will be trouble ahead for 
the “breacher,” according to the new 
ordinance, as follows: 

“Section. 1—Every person the 
county of Los Angeles, State of Cali- 
fornia, who takes or catches, buys or 
sells, or has in his possession, or offers 
for sale, any kind of trout, between 
September 15 and June 1, next there- 
after, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

“Sec. 2—Every cold-storage company, 
person keeping a cold-storage ware- 
house, tavern or hote] keeper, restau- 
rant or eating-house keeper, market- 
man or other person, who shall buy, 
sell, expose or offer for sale, or give 
away, or have in his possession, any 
trout during the time it shall be wun- 
lawful to take such fish within the 
county of Los Angeles, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

“Sec. 3—Every’ person found gullty 
of a violation of any of the provisions 
of this ordinance, shall be fined in the 
fum of not less than twenty ($20) dol- 
dars nor more than five hundred ($500) 
dollars, or be imprisoned in the County 
Jail of Los Angeles county for not 
less than ten days nor more than 150 
days, or be punished by both such fine 
and imprisonment.” 

“CAMINO REAL” 

The following resolution was adopted 
by the board: “The Board of Super- 
visors of Los Angeles county commend 
to the Supervisors of Santa Barbara 
county the road exhibit, called the 
Camino Real, on display in the assem- 
bly room of the Chamber of Com- 
merce.”

Eggs for the British Museum. 


A notice of the coilections recently 
bequeathed by the late Philip Crowley 
to the natural-history branch of the 
British Museum appeared a few days 
ago in the Times. A very important 
portion of the bequest - the collection | 


of eges, from which 15,200 specimens 
have been added to the series pre- 
viously possessed by the museum. 


Among the gems in the Crowley cab- 
inet are an egg of the great auk and 
one of the extinct pied Labrador duck. 
Both these specimens were acquired by 
Mr. Crowley from Canon Tristram. The 
great auk’s egg is one of the last 
“batch” dispatched in 1844 from Iceland 
to Denmark. The two specimens in the 
museum previous to this addition were 
beth cracked and in otherwise poor } 
condition. An interesting item in the 
collection is the number of clutches of 
eggs of Various species of birds with a 
cuckoo’s egg among them.

OFF TERMINAL. 


CAPSIZED PLEASURE SEEKERS 
HAVE TO CLING FOR LIFE.

Their Plight Seen from Brighton 
Beach and Boat is Sent to The'r Re- 
lief—All Brought Ashore in Safety— 
Social Doings. 


TERMINAL ISLAND, March 24.—A 
yachting party had an exciting adven- 
ture two miles out at sea from here 
Sunday afternoon. With their boat up- 
set four young people drifted in the 
water for one and a half hours, and 
narrowly escaped drowning. 

The members of the party were Ned 
Chapin and sister, Mr. Rice, and a 
Chapin and sister,-Mr. Rice and 
Arthur Stonehouse, all except Mr. Rice 
from Pasadena. 

There was a strong wind blowing, 
and the sea was choppy and frothing. 
Somehow the boat's rudder was lost, 
and the craft was at the mercy of 
the wind and waves. Over it went, 
and its human freight was cast into. 
the water. All four of the young peo- 
ple succeeded in getting a hold on the 
boat, and an attempt was made to 
right 

Probably twenty times the craft was 
turned over, but it seemed to be im- 
possible to get her keel down and 
keep it there. 

The peril of the pleasure seekers was 
observed from the Brighton Beach 
Hotel, and a boat was dispatched to 
their rescue. They were safely landed 
at San Pedro. Some of the guests of 
the Brighton Beach Hotel gave their 
personal attention to reviving the ex- 
hbausted ones, and ciothing and other 
articles needed were provided from 
that hostelry.

A CLASSIFICATION OF LATES 
RULINGS. |

ASSESSMENTS FOR STREET IM- 
PROVEMENTS. Property is not 
taken without due process of law by 
an assessment for the cost of a street 
improvement, under a city charter pro- 
viding for the assessment upon each 
abutting lot of the full cost of the im- 
provement of half of the street in 
front of and abutting on such lot, and 
of a proportionate share of the cost 
of improving street intersections, where 
the cost of such improvement is ap- 
portioned according to the  »benefit« 
which are equal to such cost, and the 
charter not only gives a hearing upon 
the question of benefits to the property 
owner before the formation of the dis- 
trict to be improved, but, as con- 
strued by the State courts, gives notice 
and opportunity to contest the as- 
sessment. (22 Sup. Ct. Rep. U.S., 290.) 

ATTORNEY AND CLIENT. An at- 
torney employed by a number of leg- 
atees and heirs of an estate who re- 
sided in several different States, to 
act for them in the settlement of the 
estate, and authorized to colleet and 
receive their shares, retained to assist 
him a law firm in the city where the 
eetate was being administered anv! 
greed with such firm on the fee to 
be charged, and its division. On settle 
ment of the estate he procured from 
his clierts receipts for their respec- 
tive shares, and forwarded themto the 
firm, which collected the money, and 
after de'ucting the fee, sent him 
checks for the remainder, each made 
payable to one of the distributees, and 
the amour’ of his or her 
share. Held, that the attorney, being 
respons ble to jis clien*« for the monev 
collected, and being the only persor 
authorized by them to receive it. had 
\uthority as their atteorney, to indorse 
the checks for col'ect'cn, and to col- 
lect the same; that, hav'ng made such 
indorsement and collected the checks 
through a bank which paid the pro- 
ceeds to him, it was not within the 
power of the firm, which was merelv 
his sub-agent, without privity with his 
clients, by objecting to the indorse. 
ments to repudiate the payment of the 
‘hecks by the bank on which they 
were drawn, and create a claim tn tte 
favor against the collecting bank to re 
‘over the amount paid thereon. (11° 
Fed. Rep., 726.) 

BANKRUPTCY. Where a bankrup* 
against whom an Involuntary petitior 
s pending files a voluntary petition, 
notice should be given the creditors 
filing the inveluntary petition before 
action on the voluntary one, and such 
action shonld then be taken with re 
spect *o *he two petitions as appeare 
to be for the best Interest of the estate

BUILDING TRADES. Where there 
ie no dirrvute that a sub-contractor 
lien claimant, In good faith furnishe 
material to be used and that the ma- 
terial was ueed, in the constructior 
of a perticular building, and that suc? 
claimant's lawful demand therefor re 
rained unsatisfied, the filing of ite 
claim of lien when the building war 
eubstantially completed, there remain 
ing to be done but seven or eight 
hours of one man's work of ornamenta! 
carving on the outside ofthe bullding 
and premises for several weeks 
theretofore being oceupled for the pur- 
noses irtended, is not premature, but 
is a substantial compliance with the 
requirements of the statute that the 
claim shall he filed within sixty dave 
after completion of the building. (67
